Philip Sawyer from Omb- 
ersley receives the same 
honour for charity services 
in Worcestershire. Sharon 
Row, a retiring Assistant 
Chief Constable with West 
Midlands Police, picks up 
the Queen’s Police Medal. 

Defibrillator 
in all schools

MISSING PETS 
FIGURES SHOCK

CAMPAIGNERS are celebrating af¬ 
ter their bid to takeover a landmark 
church and open it to the community 
was approved. 

It means St John’s Church Preser¬ 
vation Group can carry out restoration 
work on the Grade II listed building in 
Kates Hill, Dudley. 

The Diocese of Worcester has agreed 
to lease the church, which has been 
closed since 2002, to the group. The 
Church Commissioners have now also 
given the scheme their backing paving 
the way for the group to be given the 
keys. 

Chairman of St John’s Group Pres¬ 


ervation Group Deb Brownlee said it 
was huge milestone for the campaign. 

The group wants to restore the 
building, keeping it historically intact 
and re-open it for Christian worship, 
tourism and community use. 

Mrs Brownlee said: “This represents 
the first turn of the key to the final 
unlocking of the doors at St John’s 
Church, Kates Hill. 

“The building has waited patiently 
since 2002 to be vindicated, valued 
and, ultimately, rescued. 

“It’s now a Grade II listed build¬ 
ing, shown to be structurally sound, 
and now, with the help of the church 


authorities and our supporters, on its 
way to a glorious future. 

“We’ll make sure the lease won’t 
hold any problems for us or future 
custodians of the building, then we’ll 
be able to sign on the dotted line. At 
last we’re nearly there.” 

Carl Chinn, patron of the group, 
said: “I send my heartiest congratula¬ 
tions to the preservation group and all 
their supporters. Their tenacity in re¬ 
fusing to give up is finally paying off.” 

Although the church closed in 2002 
due to safety concerns, recent surveys 
have shown the church nave and chan¬ 
cel are structurally sound.

DUDLEY is among the worst areas for 
the number of missing pets, figures 
released by the Kennel Club show. 

The DY postcode area - which also includes 
Tipton and Kidderminster - has a total of 443 
cats and 146 dogs registered as missing with 
the Kennel Club’s Petlog database, the latest 


figures have revealed. 

The Birmingham post¬ 
code district - which in¬ 
cludes most of Sandwell 
and Halesowen — has the 
largest number of pets re¬ 
ported as missing, with 374 
dogs and 1,477 cats having 
vanished. 

Vigilant 

Dudley councillor Alan 
Finch said he was surprised 
by the figures. 

Councillor Finch added: 
“It does shock me to hear 
the number of missing pets. 
I’m an animal lover myself 
and hate to hear of any lost 
pets. 

“I’d urge people to get 
their animals chipped and 
be vigilant.” 

The Kennel Club figures 
show that across England, 
there are 13,842 dogs regis¬ 
tered as lost or stolen, and 
50,581 missing cats. 

The organisation is now 
urging more pet owners 
to get their animals mi¬ 
cro-chipped. 

The animals had all been 
reported missing between 
2003 and May 2014, and are 
still registered as lost or sto¬ 
len. Over the same period of 
time more than 4,000 dogs 
and 3,700 cats were reunited 
with their owners, meaning 
75 per cent of dogs and more 
than 45 per cent of cats were 
recovered thanks to their 
microchips. 

Celia Walsom, who man-

ages the Petlog scheme 
which helps reunite pet 
owners with their lost ani¬ 
mals, said it was also impor¬ 
tant that owners ensured 
that the microchip database 
was kept up to date with the 
latest details. 

“A microchip is a won¬ 
derful thing and helps to 
reunite tens of thousands of 
pets with their owners,” she 
said. “But it is not a magic 
wand and will not work if 
pet owners do not keep their 
contact details up to date 
with their microchipping 
database. 

“A lot of families move 
house and change phone 
numbers, making it impos¬ 
sible to reunite their pets in 
a lot of cases.” 

She added that June was 
National Microchipping 
Month which aimed to en¬ 
courage pet owners to con¬ 
sider microchipping. 


Croup has 
new leader 
in its bid to 
save venue 

A NEW leader has been 
elected to a campaign group 
hoping to save a once popu¬ 
lar theatre from demolition. 

Friends of Dudley Hip¬ 
podrome co-founder and 
group leader Geoff Fitzpat¬ 
rick died aged 72 in January 
following a short illness and 
the group have been search¬ 
ing for a full time leader. 

But now acting chairman 
Gordon Downing has taken 
on the role following the 
Friends’ annual meeting at 
the Station Hotel. 

The group was formed 
three years ago and have 
highlighted the plight of the 
historic venue to thousands. 

Mr Downing says he 
hoped the move will lead to 
continuity moving forward 
as members bid to force 
Dudley Council bosses to 
back down from their plans 
to demolish the town’s for¬ 
mer top venue. 

Mr Downing has also re¬ 
cruited Mr Fitzpatrick’s 
daughter Debbie Dean to the 
group to help with finances 
while a new deputy chair¬ 
man Martyn Whitehead has 
also come on board. 

“The group feels re-en¬ 
ergised and we are pleased 
they have come on board, es¬ 
pecially Debbie, and we hope 
it will help us keep moving 
forward,” Mr Downing said. 

The group need to secure 
around £5,000 to start the 
process of becoming a chari¬ 
table trust.

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School hit by sewage flood — again 


A PROBLEM drain has caused sew¬ 
age to gush onto a school’s playing 
fields for the fourth year running. 

Sewage including toilet paper 
gushed out of a manhole onto a 
car park and pavements. Nearby 
play areas at Ashwood Park Pri¬ 
mary School, in Wordsley, were also 
flooded with the raw sewage follow¬ 
ing heavy downpours last week. 

Headteacher Steve Hudson says 


the problem has been a persistent 
issue for the school but calls for ac¬ 
tion to water company Severn Trent 
have failed to bring a solution. 

Ward councillor Paul Brothwood 
has taken up the school’s case and 
contacted the Environment Agency 
about the issue with added concern 
that sewage could reach the nearby 
River Stour. 

Mr Hudson said: “I believe the 


unsanitary nature of the school site 
is placing my children and staff at 
risk. It’s happened four times in the 
four years We consider it a matter 
of urgency.” 

Dirty water was cleaned away and 
disinfectant used to clear the area 
but Councillor Brothwood said the 
problem could not continue. 

Severn Trent spokeswoman Sa- 
rah-Jayne O’Kane said: “We’d like 


to apologise to the Ashwood Park 
Primary School community. We 
are aware of the problem and we’re 
working hard to find a solution.” 

“Originally we were looking at 
this as an emergency scheme but 
we’re now aware that it is a complex 
problem. Over the next 12 months 
we will carry out manhole surveys, 
flow monitoring and verify the hy¬ 
draulic model for the school.”

This plucky bunch of fans have scrimped and saved 
to make the near 6,000-mile trip to South America. 

Mark Griffiths, 48, from Wombourne has been to every 
major tournament involving England since 1996, except

“Watching England and 
Wolves is what I like to do. 
I went to the Montenegro, 
San Marino and Poland 
qualifiers. But this year 
the World Cup has cost me 
about £1,200 so far, and I 
have tickets to the final if 
we get there.” 

Atmosphere 

Mr Griffiths, who is trav¬ 
elling to Brazil with friend 
Mark Hobson, said they had 
organised four coaches of 
England fans to go to Sao 
Paolo from Rio De Janeiro. 

One first timer is Jamie 
Angus, from Gornal, who 
is going to the World Cup 
as part of a list of things to 
do before he turns 30 on Au¬ 
gust 1. He said: “We fly out 
to Sao Paulo on June 22 and 
we are there for 11 days. 

“I’m going with my 
brother, Alex, and we have 
got tickets to the Costa Rica 
game and we will get tickets 
to the second round if we get 
through. We have planned it 
so whether we finish first or 
second in the group we will 
be in the right place. “The 
flights home are already 
booked so if we get through 
(to the final) I’ll just have to 
watch it at home. 

Another first timer is 
James McGovern, 29, a tour 
manager originally from 
Stourbridge who now lives 
in London. He said: ““Brazil 
has come at the right time 
for me.”

screenings 

PUBLICANS are hoping 
the World Cup will provide 
a much welcomed boost for 
trade. 

And they could be seeing 
even more pour through the 
doors than would normally 
be expected after it emerged 
there won’t be any large 
scale public screening of 
games in the Black Country 
or Birmingham. 

That’s because councils in 
the region have snubbed the 
chance to show England’s 
World Cup games in Brazil 
on big screens in parks and 
town centres. 

None of the four Black 
Country councils, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Dudley, Sandwell 
or Walsall, will host outdoor 
events showing the games. 

Birmingham City Council, 
which has held public events 
at Millennium Point and 
Victoria Square in the city 
centre in the past, has no 
plans to shows Roy’s boys 
in Brazil. 

Meanwhile, the Govern¬ 
ment has given the go-ahead 
for local authorities to allow 
pubs and bars to stay open 
for longer during the World 
Cup. 

In Wollaston, demand was 
so great at The Britannia 
Inn Sports Bar that Satur¬ 
day’s England versus Italy 
match was all ticket affair.

FOOTBALL fan Jay Taylor has headed out 
to South America to watch the World Cup - 
but he isn’t going to Brazil. 

The 25-year-old bar manager, who lives 
in Woodcross, Wolverhampton, has instead 
made the trip to Mexico, where he plans to 
watch England’s first three games on tele¬ 
vision in a bar. 

The Wolves fan is spending two weeks 
in the Mexican coastal resort of Cancun, 
to watch England take on Italy, Uruguay 
and Costa Rica. He may extend his stay if 
England progresses to the knockout stages. 


“I wanted to be down in that area to 
watch the World Cup, but I couldn’t afford 
to go to Brazil,” said Jay, who works at the 
Red Lion pub in Sedgley. “I work in a bar, 
so I like the bar atmosphere. They are really 
mad about their football, and there will be a 
great atmosphere. When I heard that Mex¬ 
ico would be in the same group as Brazil, 
that really clinched it for me.” 

He said he would probably be cheering on 
the home side when England weren’t play¬ 
ing. Jay is going with his girlfriend Amy 
Shepherd, who is also a keen Wolves fan. 


Car lock 
children 
call outs 
increase 

FIRE crews are called out 
to rescue children locked in 
cars almost once a week in 
the West Midlands, new fig¬ 
ures show. 

The region’s fire service 
helped free children 49 
times in the last financial 
year. The number, revealed 
in a Freedom Of Informa¬ 
tion request, has been bro¬ 
ken down further to show 
crews rescued children on 
25 instances in the Black 
Country. 

Tipton Fire Station had 
the most call-outs with four, 
followed by Dudley, Oldbury 
and Wolverhampton with 
three each. 

The figures mark an in¬ 
crease in the Black Country, 
from 22 incidents the year 
before. 

Typically children become 
locked in cars when vehicle 
doors are accidentally shut 
with the keys inside. When 
the parent is distressed or 
during hot weather, the fire 
service can be called. 

Neil Spencer, spokesman 
for West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice, said: “Ideally we would 
ask people not to leave 
young children in their ve¬ 
hicles without an adult. 
However, we understand 
that children will sometimes 
play with car locks and but¬ 
tons and we appreciate the 
distress from parents des¬ 
perate to get them out.”

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Failure of 
business 
led man to 
drug crime 

A MAN who turned to grow¬ 
ing cannabis to make money 
has been given a suspended 
jail sentence. 

Joseph Brogan, 50, was 
caught growing 28 plants in 
an outbuilding at his cara¬ 
van park home in Oak Lane, 
Kings winford. 

Ms Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing, said police raided Bro¬ 
gan’s home on November 
26, and discovered a small 
cannabis set-up in an out¬ 
building. 

“He said it had been put 
in place two weeks earlier, 
planting 30, and intending 
to sell in bulk as he needed 
money,” she told the court. 

Defending barrister Miss 
Elizabeth Power said, after 
working in construction for 
more then 30 years, Brogan 
had saved up enough to re¬ 
alise his dream of opening a 
convenience store two years 
ago. But it had closed due to 
the economic climate and he 
had got into financial diffi¬ 
culties. He turned to drink 
and drugs and someone sug¬ 
gested he should cultivate 
cannabis to make money. 

Brogan, who pleaded 
guilty to one charge of can¬ 
nabis production, was sen¬ 
tenced to 34 weeks in prison 
suspended for two years, or¬ 
dered to do 200 hours com¬ 
munity service and to pay 
£530 court costs.

'Breaking point' fear as 100 council jobs axed

ALMOST 100 jobs will be axed by Dudley 
Council this financial year — sparking con¬ 
cern that the authority is reaching ‘break¬ 
ing point’. 

The council is to make 27 compulsory and 
72 voluntary redundancies in 2014/15 as it 
struggles to balance its books in the face of 
£34 million cuts over the next three years. 

It follows the loss of 621 jobs from the 
council over the previous three years. 

Councillor Stuart Turner, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for finance, said: “In the light of re¬ 


duced funding from national government 
we are working on smarter and more inno¬ 
vative ways of delivering services. 

Compulsory 

“With regard to staffing levels we are also 
looking to reduce the need for compulsory 
redundancies by encouraging voluntary 
redundancies, managing vacancies and 
redeploying staff to other areas wherever 
possible. 

“Inevitably, however, there will be some 


compulsory redundancies as a result of the 
agreed budget for 2014/15 and we will be 
working with staff throughout this pro¬ 
cess.” 

The figures have been met with concern 
from union bosses. 

Steve Beardsmore, branch secretary for 
Unison, said: “We have to remember that 
this new set of redundancies comes on top 
of the hundreds of workers who have al¬ 
ready been made redundant over the past 
couple of years. 


“There has to come a breaking point. At 
the moment services are being provided 
because workers are doing over and above 
what they are contracted to do.” 

Mr Beardsmore, who represents 3,500 
council staff, said: “Everybody is totally 
disappointed. 

“It is a feeling of no matter what they do 
they are being targeted. It feels local coun¬ 
cils are bearing the brunt. 

“We are in danger of not being able to 
meet the legally statutory service.” 


Council’s chief 
executive to retire 

THE chief executive of 
Dudley Council has an¬ 
nounced he will retire later 
this year. 

John Polychronakis, 
aged 61, of Stourbridge, 
has worked at the council 
for 27 years and has held 
the top position for the last 
five and a half years. 


Concerns on care home 
decision 'partially upheld' 


A OFFICIAL complaint has been lodged with 
a Government watchdog over the future for 
a care home. 

Dudley Council has decided to transfer manage¬ 
ment of New Bradley Hall, Kingswinford, to not-for- 
profit organisation Black Country Housing Group. 

The council was forced to appoint an independent inves¬ 
tigator following concerns by Phil Vanes, on behalf of New 
Bradley Hall Action Group, ■ by Andrew Turton 
over the decision. ™- 


The investigation ‘par¬ 
tially upheld’ the concerns 
saying that campaigners 
were ‘misled’ in respect 
of the future plans for the 
home. But investigating 
officer Debra Johnson said 
she did not believe this was 
‘deliberate’. 

Two further complaints 
by the campaigners were 
dismissed. 

Mr Vanes confirmed the 
group had now made an of¬ 
ficial complaint to the Local 
Government Ombudsman. 

A consultation carried out 
by Age UK Dudley in 2012 
found 75 per cent of people 
wanted New Bradley Hall to 
stay open as a council-run 
home. The council’s cabinet 
endorsed this view in June 
2012. 

But investigating officer 
Debra Johnson, found that 
a revised set of options was 
drawn up behind-the-scenes 
and discussed in January 
2013 by the council. This in¬ 
cluded the option to transfer 
the home into the hands of a 
not-for-profit group. 

Campaigner Phil Vanes 
maintains they were not 


aware of these changes and 
believes the council should 
have run a second consul¬ 
tation. 

The new plan was made 
public on September 27, 
2013, by Councillor Dave 
Branwood, lead member 
for adult and community 
services at Dudley Council. 
But the report stated that 
decision had been reached 
in ‘early summer 2013’ . 

The council’s director of 
adult, community and hous¬ 
ing services, Andrea Pope- 
Smith, said: “We welcome 
the Independent Investiga¬ 
tor’s detailed report which 
found the council has acted 
appropriately and legally 
in relation to New Bradley 
Hall. We have, and always 
will, put the needs of the 
people in New Bradley Hall 
first throughout our work 
in transferring the home to 
a not for profit organisation. 

“A single recommenda¬ 
tion was also made by the 
independent investigator 
to review the way we re¬ 
cord our discussions and 
decisions, which we will of 
course carry out.” 


Bid to plug the skills gap

SISTERLY love has kept two siblings 
smiling even as one faced a daunting 
trip to hospital for an operation. 

Four-year-old Charlotte Bacon, 
from Dudley, had been receiving 
treatment from Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital after being diagnosed 
with an enlarged kidney when she 
was born. Despite treatment the con¬ 
dition did not improve. 

Doctors found that one of the ducts 
leading to the kidney had narrowed, 
which needed corrective surgery. 

In a bid to settle her nerves before 
the operation last week, staff at the 


hospital invited her and her family in 
meet staff.

The men had been in a feud and 
had not spoken for two years before 
the September incident. 

Mr Phillips said: “Their relation¬ 


ship had started to deteriorate when 
Hussain had a child with the man’s 
daughter several years earlier. Hus¬ 
sain wanted to put matters right. 

“He approached him and tried to 
show him photographs of his grand¬ 
daughter on his mobile phone but 
he was rebuffed. Hussain was told 
he didn’t deserve to be a father, 
which left him upset.” 

Hussain returned to the pub in 


Mossvale Close a short time later 
carrying a longbow and a quiver 
filled with seven large, metal-tipped 
arrows. “He stood a few feet away 
from the man, pulled back the bow 
and said ‘I want to kill you’,” added 
Mr Phillips. 

Mr Timothy Pole, defending, said 
Hussain had been suffering from 
depression, adding: “He had no am¬ 
bition to carry out his threat.”

The jobless 
queues are 
shrinking 

JOBLESS queues are 
shrinking in Dudley as new 
figures show unemployment 
in the West Midlands falling 
at the fastest rate of any 
region in the country, after 
the wealthy South East. 

Nationwide, UK unem¬ 
ployment fell by 161,000 
to 2.16 million in the three 
months to April, says the 
Office for National Statis¬ 
tics. 

This was the biggest drop 
in unemployment in 16 
years and the national un¬ 
employment rate has now 
fallen to a new five-year low 
of 6.6 per cent. 

While the unemployment 
rate in the West Midlands 
is 7.5 per cent, the Em¬ 
ployment Minister Esther 
McVey revealed it had fallen 
faster than anywhere else in 
the country over the last 
year. The number of unem¬ 
ployed people in the region 
has fallen by 57,000 over 
the last year, down by more 
than a fifth— the biggest 
drop anywhere outside the 
affluent Home Counties. 

In the Dudley borough the 
claimant count was down by 
256 to 7,461, or 3.8 per cent 
of the working population — 
the national rate is 2.7.

EofE boys heading

Black Country popsters EofE who have released their first single, Lust 


LEE WATTON speaks to 
one group of Black Country 
youngsters hoping to hit 
the pop big time - EofE 

SCREAMING fans singing your 
songs back to you, devoted 
Twitter messages flooding in 
from across the country and 
jet-setting tours in Europe and 
America in the pipeline - wel¬ 
come to life for a Black Coun¬ 
try band set to become the 
next big chart sensation. 

It takes most groups years to score 
a support slot on a much-anticipated 
tour with one of the biggest pop su¬ 
perstars playing to sell-out arenas. 

But for Dudley-based guitar band 
EofE, this whirlwind tour is just the next 
step on a meteoric rise which could lead 
to chart domination and wealth beyond 
their wildest dreams. 

Thousands of fans have been following 
the group’s progress on Twitter - fast 
growing their support, much like Wol¬ 
verhampton’s own One Direction star 
Liam Payne. 

The band, formed by school friends 
from the town just a few months ago, 
were picked to support McBusted on 
their tour this spring after their manager 
touted them to the band’s promoters. 

Pictures documenting their rapid rise 
have captured the imagination of legions 
of music fans, who have already dubbed 
themselves the EofE Army. 

Last month the group performed at 
Birmingham’s LG Arena, rocking out in 
front of a crowd of 15,000. . While this 
is their first taste of stardom the band 
are determined not to let the opportunity 
slip from their grasp after already being 
offered tours of America and Germany 
once the McBusted tour comes to an end. 

They have performed in front of thou¬ 


sands at venues in Newcastle, Cardiff, 
Brighton, Bournemouth and Belfast as 
part of the 32-date nationwide tour. 

And it is a far cry from the band’s 
humble beginnings rehearsing at King- 
swinford Rugby Club. 

Guitarist Dan Bremner, 19, origi¬ 
nally from Gornal but who now lives 
in Swindon, said it had happened ‘very 
quickly’. 

“This line-up of the band performed 
together for the first time in February. 

“This has been a major step very 
early in our career and it has been ab¬ 


solutely fantastic,” he said. 

“Our first time on a stage of this 
scale was in Glasgow. The first thing we 
did when arriving was go out into the 
venue and look out from the stage. “It is 
absolutely amazing going out on stage 
and the adrenaline hits you. It has been 
a really amazing experience to perform 
in front of so many people.” 

Like most bands, Dan said the group 
had its own ritual before going out 
on stage. The band prepares for each 
performance with a vocal routine as 
a warm-up. They also do sit-ups and 


press-ups to build up their stamina for 
the gig. 

And Dan admitted to the band enjoy¬ 
ing a ‘sneaky’ Jack Daniels and Coke 
before going out on stage. 

The makings of the band first began 
three years ago when vocalist Tom Har¬ 
ris, 17, met Dan after he came to see a 
band the teenager was performing in. 

He liked Tom’s music and asked him 
to join the band. 

Dan knew bassist Luke Bradley, 18, as 
both attended the Ellowes Hall School, 
in Gornal, and had performed in bands 
there. “We both played in a band at 
school,” he added. 

“We all just decided to go for it and to 
pursue our dream. It has meant giving 
up plans for college and other jobs.” 

Drummer Nicky Waters, who is 25, is 
the only member of the band not from 
the Black Country as he hails from New¬ 
castle. 

Sainsbury’s 

He joined the band after answering 
an advertisement. The group was cho¬ 
sen as the support act for the tour after 
the lads’ manager sent their material to 
the McBusted team, who offered them 
the slot. 

Dan said: “We did not hear anything 
back for a while. Our manager actually 
told us we had been offered the slot 
while we were in the Sainsbury’s car 
park in Swindon. We got a lot of looks 
from shoppers because we were shouting 
and cheering so much.” 

Tom Harris described the opportunity 
as ‘a dream come true’. 

The former Hillcrest Community Col¬ 
lege pupil said: “We are really excited 
and still can’t believe it is happening.” 

Since then their lives have been lived 
out on the road in a fancy, big red tour 
bus. Before this big break the biggest au¬ 
dience they had ever played to was 600. 
The band has released their first single, 
called Lust, which is available to down¬ 
load now. 


WHEN David Cameron didn’t 
quite win the last General Elec¬ 
tion he distanced himself from 
one of Margaret Thatcher’s fa¬ 
mous lines: “There is no such 
thing (as society).” 

He concluded there was such 
a thing, but that it wasn’t the 
same as the state. What he set 
out to create with his ‘big socie¬ 
ty’ project was a way of encour¬ 
aging people to play an active 
part in the community and make 
it easier to run a charity or volun¬ 
tary organisation. 

Four years on and it’s not a 
buzz phrase you hear a fat lot - 
not, at least, as often as you hear 
‘bedroom tax’ or ‘help to buy’ or 
even ‘regional growth fund’. 

But it’s still there in the back¬ 
ground. It didn’t come into play 
when Tory councillors in Staf¬ 
fordshire started discussing the 
sacred cows that are libraries, 
even though it fits their propos¬ 
als to use volunteers. 

In Wolverhampton, a Labour 
plan to scale back opening 
hours and recruit an army of vol¬ 
unteers was met with a wave of 
petitions and protests. 

Half the battle, I always 
thought, was in a name. Every¬ 
one knows what a library is. It’s 
a place with lots of books where 
pre-schoolers can go and have 
story time and sing The Wheels 
On The Bus and where grown¬ 
ups can get on the internet. A 
community hub was something 
else no-one had ever heard of. 

So Staffordshire has at least 
been savvy enough to use the 
word ‘library’ in the plan its 
councillors haven’t quite yet 
unveiled. They’re going to be 
known as ‘library core’, ‘library 
local’ and ‘library extra’. 

Key to making sure librar¬ 
ies are open will be moving 
away from the ‘one size fits 
all approach’. And that means 
the public will have to step in 
and volunteer. In a climate of 
squeezed public spending, cou¬ 
pled with increased demand for 
services from an ageing popu¬ 
lation and looked after children, 
it’s no longer enough to just say 
‘use it or lose it’. 

Now, if you want to keep 
something going you have to 
offer to run it as well. The big 
society is based on the idea of 
people wanting to volunteer their 
time to help out. 

But at the same time, if the 
government’s figures are to be 
believed, there are millions more 
people in private sector employ¬ 
ment than when the Coalition 
came to office. I barely have the 
time to read novels as it is, let 
alone run a library. 

I’d love to believe there are 
so many people out there who 
have the time and the inclination 
to save their libraries from dwin¬ 
dling stocks of books and short¬ 
er opening hours. 

I certainly don’t criticise the 
county council for asking if 
there’s anyone out there pre¬ 
pared to do it. I’m just a little 
worried what might happen if the 
answer is no. 


JUST back from a few days in 
Weymouth, almost 35 years to 
the day since my first visit to the 
Dorset seaside town. 

I’ve always loved Weymouth. 
Somehow it has managed to 
remain the quintessential British 
seaside town without too much 
of the Kiss-me-Quick excesses 
which have taken over many of 
our other resorts. 

Returning after all these years, 
it is good to see that things 
have not changed too much. 
Of course, most of the changes 
that have taken place are for the 
worse - the ugly tourist infor¬ 
mation centre on the seafront, 
the proliferation of tea huts on 
the beach, the confusing road 
changes. But, for all this, it is still 
essentially the same old place 
that it always was, from the sand 
sculptures and Punch and Judy 
shows, to the sun-kissed joys of 
the harbour. 

But one thing I have learned 
during the short break is that 
I now have a burning hatred of 
pedalos. When I first went to 
Weymouth in 1979, one of the 
greatest joys was hiring a float. 
The simple wooden rafts, with 
their crude oars, provided end¬ 
less fun for something like £1.20 
an hour. You walked up to the ki¬ 
osk a mere mortal, you returned 
a seafaring hero. Ok, there might 
be a bit of hyperbole going on 
there, but you get my drift. 

Anyway, the floats are long 
gone, to be replaced by the 
hateful pedalos. Flabby, tat¬ 
tooed teenagers, racing these 
stupid vessels at breakneck 
speed, mowing down anybody 
who stands in their way. And 
they make an annoying clicking 
sound. 

Pedalo-users are the maritime 
equivalent of the militant cycling 
fraternity, those Lycra-clad ur¬ 
ban terrorists who have turned 
our pavements into no-go areas. 

We keep being told there is 
an obesity epidemic among the 
youngsters, but is this really a 
surprise when they cannot even 
manage to row their own rafts in 
the sea? 

Solve the obesity crisis, ban 
pedalos. Makes sense to me.

INCIDENTALLY, during my 
weekend in Weymouth, there 
were two signs which showed 
just what is going wrong with our 
country.

Sounds like something 
out of a Hitchcock thriller.

BARTON Lane and Mur¬ 
doch Drive in Wall Heath 
have been plagued for years 
by loss of light by enormous 
trees on a strip of land 
owned by Taylor Wimpey.

350 more paramedics being 
taken on as 999 calls rocket 


AN EXTRA 350 paramedics have 
been taken on by West Midland Am¬ 
bulance Service to boost staff levels 
amid soaring numbers of emergency 
calls. 

The first 200 will start work by Christmas 
with the rest following by next March, said 
chief executive Anthony Marsh. They will be a 
mixture of fully-qualified, graduate and student 
paramedics, spread across the region. 

Mr Marsh, speaking at the trust’s council of 
governors meeting, said: “The recruitment has

taken place to replace staff which retire and to 
keep up with the increase in call-outs the service 
receives across the region. It will also mean we 
can keep improving the capability of our front¬ 
line service and provide a better service.” 

Year on year the service has been receiving a 
four-and-a-half per cent increase in emergency 
calls but Mr Marsh said this year the service was 
experiencing an even higher increase. 

The trust already has about 1,500 paramedics 
covering the region, which includes Birming¬ 


ham, the Black Country, Staffordshire and 
Worcestershire. 

The recruitment announcement comes just 
a month after the service was handed a £2.6 
million fine for failings over strict response tar¬ 
gets, which are within eight minutes for serious 
emergency incidents. Out of the £2.6million 
fine, the service was told to pay £800,000, and 
invest the remaining £1.8million in improving 
response times. 

Trust spokesman Murray McGregor said the 
service had improved this year and was now ex¬ 
ceeding targets on response times.

Police warning over 
children on tracks 

POLICE are warning about the dangers of 
youngsters playing on railway tracks fol¬ 
lowing a spate of 51 incidents in the West 
Midlands this year. 

British Transport Police officers were 
called to five separate incidents in the 
Stourbridge area with the many others at 
stations around Birmingham. 

Police say many of these incidents in¬ 
volved children, and officers are now ap¬ 
pealing for parents to ensure their children 
are aware of the dangers the railway net¬ 
work poses. 

Inspector Stuart Middlemas, of British 
Transport Police in Birmingham, said that 
as well as risking death or injury, anyone 
caught trespassing on the rail network 
faced a fine of up to £1,000. 

He said officers had already spoken with 
schools and written to people living near 
railway lines, as well as stepping up patrols 
in the areas where problems have been re¬ 
ported. 


Nigerian solar deal could 
help fraudster pay his debts 


A FRAUDSTER pocketed more than 
£150,000 from property owners on 
the promise of carrying out building 
work which was never completed, a 
court heard. 

Former company director Mark Ware, 
aged 50, was arrested after several dissat¬ 
isfied customers — some from Dudley and 
Stourbridge — made complaints to Central 
England Trading Standards over money 
for building projects on their homes that 
were not completed. 

The fraud involved a total of £157,995 and 
Ware’s victims were left suffering from stress 
and financial hardship, Birmingham Crown 


Court was told. Ware initially denied two counts 
of fraudulent trading and three counts of VAT 
fraud but after a trial got under way in April, 
Ware admitted the offences. 

The judge was told Ware had since landed a 
new job and was in negotiations for a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound solar panels deal, due to be signed 
by the Nigerian president Goodluck Jonathan. 

Mr Nicholas Cole, prosecuting, said Ware, for¬ 
merly of Redditch, set up a number of companies 
in 2006, including Ware Plastics Limited, that 
generated a large number of complaints. Among 
the victims were a couple from Dudley who 
paid Ware the deposit towards £13,395 of work 
on their home in 2008 to include VAT. It later 
emerged his businesses were not registered with 
HM Revenue and Customs and no tax returns 


were made. Sub contractors walked off the job 
telling the family that they had not been paid. 

Mr Martin Butterworth, defending, said 
Ware’s problems were triggered by difficulties 
relating to work on a restaurant that incurred a 
£50,000 debt prior to January 2010. 

Giving evidence on oath Ware’s new boss An¬ 
drew McPherson, of Renewables Trading Com¬ 
pany, said Ware had a deal with the Nigerian 
Government worth £335 million to supply solar 
panels. If it goes ahead Ware would earn £2m. 

Judge Mary Stacey adjourned the hearing 
until July 7 to give the company time to secure 
the deal, and said consideration may be given to 
Ware, of Newick Avenue, Sutton Coldfield, for 
a suspended jail term if the sums owed were re¬ 
paid. He was granted unconditional bail.

A THEATRE company working with 
learning disability actors has been chosen 
for a partnership with the Royal Shake¬ 
speare Company. 

Side by Side theatre company in Stour¬ 
bridge is part of the RSC’s open stages 
project for the second time. 

The RSC is working with 100 amateur 
companies creating their own Shake¬ 
speare themed production to receive men¬ 
toring. Members of Side by Side have been 
selected thanks to their production Illyr- 
ia-on-Sea, their version of Twelfth Night. 

Company director Susan Wallin says 
the partnership is a ‘triumph of inclusion’. 
The play will be performed at Stourbridge 
Town Hall June 25 to 28. Tickets cost £8 
(£6 concessions on June 27) and up to four 
children are free with a paying adult on 
June 28.

Bomb shelter artist 
in a dig for history 


HISTORY is being brought to life for school children with 
a newly-built bomb shelter being used to teach youngsters 
about the Second World War. 

Pupils at St James’s Primary School in Wollaston have 
taken a step back in time with the help of Black Country 
artist, Luke Perry. 

The 30-year-old artist, who constructs sculptures and 
artworks out of metal at his factory in Cradley Heath, has 
built a replica Anderson shelter, similar to those used to 
protect families during Nazi air raids. 

The artist used contemporary instructions and accounts 
to construct his shelter, which has been built to help the 
youngsters learn about the 1939 to 45 conflict. 

The father-of-one said: “I have worked with the school 
a couple of times in the past and they asked me to create 
the shelter so that it could be used as a catalyst for story 
telling. 

“I looked at instructions on how to build them that still 
exist and altered them slightly to make the structure safer. 
It’s a great example of a simple design that works.” 

Hearings over who 
has a say on HS2 

FOUR days of hearings will be held next month to decide 
who has the right to state their case against HS2 after 
nearly 2,000 objections were raised. 

Some 1,925 people and organisations have submitted 
petitions in the House of Commons objecting to the £50 
billion high speed rail project. 

Everyone who has submitted a petition and is deemed 
‘directly affected’ should have the right to go and raise 
their concerns before a committee of MPs. 

HS2 Ltd is being given the chance to challenge some 
of those over their right to speak during the four days of 
hearings. 

Among objectors are West Midlands Fire Service, which 
is concerned about the impact of the line on its £20 million 
headquarters in Birmingham. There will also be hearings 
concerning the petitions of Birmingham City Council and 
Centro, both supporters of HS2.

‘Idiot’jibe leads 
to MP’s apology 

A BLACK Country MP had to apologise in 
the House of Commons after calling anoth¬ 
er MP an ‘idiot’. 

Dudley North Labour MP Ian Austin 
made the comment about Bournemouth 
East Conservative MP Tobias Ellwood dur¬ 
ing a debate about youth unemployment. 

Ed Balls, the shadow chancellor, had 
referred to figures about the number of 
18 to 24-year-olds claiming Job Seekers 
Allowance in Bournemouth. But he was 
interrupted by Mr Ellwood and accused of 
getting the figures wrong. 

Mr Austin then referred to him as ‘the 
idiot from Bournemouth’. 

He was asked to apologise by the deputy 
speaker. She said: “I expect members to 
behave according to the rules of the cham¬ 
ber, of which they are fully aware. Mr Aus¬ 
tin, the word you are looking for is ‘sorry’. 
Stand up, please, and say sorry.” 

Mr Austin responded: “Madam Deputy 
Speaker, I would like to apologise to you.” 


Half million calls to NHS ill 
helpline in just seven months 


A TOTAL of 500,000 calls have been 
made to the NHS 111 phone line in 
the West Midlands since the region’s 
ambulance service took over the 
contract last year. 

Health chiefs have announced that they 
reached the landmark figure exactly seven 
months to the day since they took over as the 
providers of NHS 111 in the region. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service, based in 
Brierley Hill, has been running 111 since No¬ 
vember 11, after previous providers NHS Direct 
decided to opt out of their contract. 

The 111 team is based at a control centre at 
the Waterfront with about 170 health advisers. 

The number is used by those who need medi¬ 


cal help fast but not is not serious enough for a 
999 emergency. 

The helpline is aimed at reducing pressure on 
GPs and hospital accident and emergency de¬ 
partments. 

Bosses say they have revamped the training 
programme and made changes to the way the 
call centre operates. 

NHS 111 providers have a number of key tar¬ 
gets, including the number of calls answered 
within 60 seconds and the number of calls that 
are abandoned by the caller. 

Across the 500,000 calls, WMAS has answered 
96.8 per cent within 60 seconds, beating the tar¬ 
get of 95 per cent, while 0.4 per cent have been 
abandoned, against a target of achieving less 
than five per cent. 


NHS 111 (West Midlands) director Daren 
Fradgley said: “Landmarks such as this provide 
us with a chance to reflect on how far we have 
come since taking over the 111 service and there 
are a lot of good things to look back on. 

“We initially managed to stabilise the service 
in a short space of time ahead of the busy Christ¬ 
mas period and our performance levels have re¬ 
mained high ever since. 

“A lot of people have put in a lot of hard work 
to help restore the public’s faith in the service, 
for which I am extremely grateful. As we look 
ahead to the next 500,000 calls we will strive to 
continue making improvements and providing 
the best service possible.” 

One of the busiest days was on Good Friday 
when it received more than 6,000 calls. 


Manor Way 
speeder fined 

A MOTORIST was handed a £400 fine 
and six penalty points after being caught 
speeding along a busy main road. 

Iqbal Singh Dhillon was stopped by po¬ 
lice after being clocked driving at 67mph 
past Halesowen Athletics and Cycling 
Club on the A456 Manor Way, Halesowen. 
The road has a 40mph speed limit. 

Trial 

Dhillon, aged 37, of Grange Hill, Hale¬ 
sowen, had denied speeding but was found 
guilty following a trial held at Dudley 
Magistrates Court. As well as being fined 
£400 for the offence, he was also ordered 
to pay £200 costs to the court plus a £40 
victim surcharge as well. 

Sergeant Martin Hall from Halesowen 
police said the wet weather on the day 
of the offence could have led to a serious 
crash. 
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Mountains challenge 
to help macaques

TWO zoo keepers will be taking on a mountainous chal¬ 
lenge to raise funds for critically-endangered primates. 

Nicola Wright and Stephanie Sawyer, who work at Dud¬ 
ley Zoo, will be tackling the Three Peaks Challenge on July 
5 in aid of Sulawesi crested black macaques. 

They will be climbing the three highest mountains in the 
UK - Scotland’s Ben Nevis, Snowdonia in Wales and Scafell 
Pike in Cumbria in just 24 hours. 

Nicola, aged 31, from Stourbridge, said: “We’re joining 
ten other keepers from five zoo collections around the 
UK for the climb in aid of Selamatkan Yaki. It is a con¬ 
servation,research and education programme in Indonesia 
which is working to save the species.” 

The girls will be walking for a total of 13 hours with only 
a few hours’ sleep in their tent. 

Stephanie, aged 26, from Stourton, said: “We’ve never 
done anything like this before, so it’s a bit daunting, but 
we’re looking forward to it.”

Home eviction threat 
sees crisis calls rocket 

THE number of people in the West Midlands calling a 
housing charity fearing they could lose their homes has 
almost doubled, new figures have revealed. 

Housing charity Shelter, which runs a helpline for people 
at risk of homelessness, said there had been a huge rise in 
the number of calls from people renting their homes and 
at risk of eviction. 

During the year up until the end of March, the charity 
had received 408 calls from tenants in the West Midlands 
at risk of homelessness, up from 208 for the previous year. 

Bosses said that of particular concern was the number of 
‘revenge’ evictions, where people were turfed out of their 
homes because they had asked for repairs to be carried out. 

Nadeem Khan, an adviser for the charity’s helpline, said: 
“We’re hearing from family after family who are living in 
fear that just one complaint to their landlord could lead to 
them being kicked out.”

A BABY elephant whose 
mother was pictured with 
cancer hero Stephen Sutton 
has been named after the in¬ 
spirational teenager in a trib¬ 
ute by safari park bosses. 

Stephen ticked off one of the 
items of his ‘bucket list’ when 
he hugged an animal bigger than 
himself at West Midlands Safari 
Park in January. 

The 19-year-old was captured on 
camera with the elephant - named 
Five - with its trunk affectionately 
wrapped around him in the animal’s 
enclosure. 

On May 5 the 22-year-old elephant 
gave birth to a male calf - the first to 
be born at the park near Kiddermin¬ 
ster in its 41-year history. 

And after running a social media 
competition to name the 20-stone calf, 
keepers have now named their new 
arrival Sutton in honour of the heroic 
teenager. 

Legacy 

They received thousands of nomina¬ 
tions for the little cutie to be named in 
Stephen’s honour. 

Director of Wildlife Bob Lawrence 
said: “This is a fitting tribute to an in¬ 
spirational young man who captured 
the hearts and minds of so many for 
his remarkable achievements. 

“Stephen and his mother Jane met 
Five in January before the calf was 
orn. It was number 30 on Stephen’s 
ucket list to hug an animal that is 
bigger than me’. In the event, I think 
Stephen’s legacy has turned into 
something even bigger” 

He added: “There is also another re¬ 
markable side to this story. The calfs 
father - a bull elephant from South 
Africa - is called Steve. 

Baby elephant Sutton is now six 
weeks old and weighs over 130 kg. 


On the same day inspirational Staf¬ 
fordshire teenager Stephen Sutton 
was awarded an MBE, it was fitting 
that thousands of people gave him 
the thumbs up at a festival held in his 
memory on Saturday. 

A festival packed with music and 
entertainment was held at Burnt- 
wood Rugby Club in memory of the 
brave 19-year-old who lost his battle 


with cancer last month. Around 3,000 
people packed into the grounds of the 
sports club in aid of the Teenage Can¬ 
cer Trust. 

Stephen was included in this year’s 
Queen’s Birthday Honours. 

He accepted the honour before his 
death on May 14, declaring it ‘awe¬ 
some’ and giving it his trademark

IMP Adrian's family pride as story 
of First World War sailor is told 


THINK of the First World War and 
muddy trenches and cratered 
battlefields immediately spring 
to mind. 

But an exhibition of items belonging 
to a sailor is shedding new light on one 
of the conflict’s biggest naval battles. 

Able seaman Bill Bayliss is the grandfa¬ 
ther of West Bromwich MP Adrian Bailey, 
who has donated his relative’s uniforms, 
medals and rare naval documents to a Tip- 
ton Library. 

Items now on display include his sailor’s 
hat, a full service record and hatbands from 
the ships on which he served, including 
HMS Vivid and HMS Conqueror. 

Family postcards and birthday cards 
from Adrian’s grandmother to his grandfa¬ 
ther and a picture of HMS Orion are also 
included in the display, alongside four med¬ 
als including the 1914 Star, the British War 
Medal, the Victory Medal and the Long Ser¬ 
vice Medal to the Naval Reserve. 

Able seaman Bayliss came from Winch-

combe in the Cotswolds and served on 
nearly 20 ships during his long naval career. 
But it was his time on the HMS Orion that 
would see him facing off against a fleet of 99 
German ships in the Battle of Jutland - the 
largest naval battle of the First World War. 

The German fleet hoped that by manoeu¬ 
vring their ships off the coast of Denmark, 
they could lure the British and separate 
them to destroy a large part of the fleet. 
They hoped to break the British blockade 
in the North Sea, while Britain hoped to 
smash the German Navy with a head-on 
assault. 

During the battle, the dreadnought HMS 
Orion fired more than 50 shells from its 
main guns, scoring four hits on the German 
battleship the SMS Lutzow. 

This helped sink the ship, which earlier 
in the battle had damaged the battlecruiser 


HMS Lion - one of the flagships of the Brit¬ 
ish fleet. In total, the British Navy lost 14 
ships and more than 6,000 sailors during 
the battle, while Germany lost 11 ships and 
2,551 crew. 

Both sides declared the battle a victory, 
though neither achieved the aims they had 
set out to complete. 

Mr Bailey said: “My grandfather signed 
up in 1908 to avoid the poverty of his rural 
upbringing and was already a serving sea¬ 
man when the war broke out. In some ways 
he was lucky because he managed to avoid 
being sent to the trenches. I have been fas¬ 
cinated by this collection which I am de¬ 
lighted has remained in my family.” 

Former auctioneer Mr Bailey saved the 
collection from being sold off when items 
belonging to his grandmother Pamela went 
up for sale at his own auction house. “I was 
asked by my family to sell off my grand¬ 
ma’s items, but when the sale came up I 
had someone in the audience bidding for 
me,” said the Labour MP and keen amateur 
historian. Since then the items have sat in 


my loft, but with the centenary of the First 
World War coming up I thought that they 
should be displayed for the public to see.” 

Following his time in the Navy, Mr Bai¬ 
ley’s grandfather returned to his home in 
the Cotswolds and continued to raise his 
family but like most people in rural com¬ 
munities, he struggled to find work. “The 
real hero of the story was my grandma, she 
raised her children during the poverty of 
the 1920s and 1930s,” said Mr Bailey. 

Bill and Pamela married just 12 days 
after the Battle of Jutland, while Bill was 
on shore leave following the battle and they 
lived together up until his death aged 60 in 
1952. 

Robert Hazel, library manager, said: “We 
already have an extensive First World War 
collection which demonstrates the hard¬ 
ships of life for the people of Tipton during 
the First World War. I know these addi¬ 
tional contributions from Adrian will be 
greatly welcomed.’’The items currently on 
loan to the library in Unity Walk will be on 
display until the end of the summer.

HOTELS are among the venues being target¬ 
ed by a new police initiative in the West Mid¬ 
lands aimed at stopping sexual exploitation 
and child abuse. 

Receptionists, porters, and cleaners are among the staff 
being spoken to at hotels and bed and breakfasts across the 
region. The aim is to get them to contact police if they think 
they spot anyone who may be a victim of sexual exploitation 


on their premises. 

West Midlands Police 
Child Sexual Exploitation 
team have started the work 
with visits to venues in the 
Black Country this month. 

Twelve teams focusing on 
specific issues such as Child 
Sexual Exploitation (CSE) 
have started work. 

The new CSE team, that 
will comprise 19 officers, 
provides detective expertise 
to investigations, as well 
as developing initiatives to 
raise awareness and tackle 
exploitation issues. 

One of these initiatives 
called ‘Say Something if 
you See Something’ is to 
raise awareness of sexual 
exploitation at hotels and 
B&Bs across the region. 

The sessions are aimed at 
helping hotel staff to be able 
to recognise the possible 
signs of sexual exploitation 
occurring on their premises. 
They also want staff to have 
to feel confident about what 
they need to do if they have 
concerns. 

Detective Inspector Jane 
Gooderidge, from the force’s 
Child Sexual Exploitation 
team, said: “West Midlands 
Police is committed to tack¬ 
ling sexual exploitation in 
all its forms but more spe¬ 
cifically to protect the vul¬ 
nerable and identify and 
prosecute those who prey 
upon them. 

“A new team has been 
set up to specifically look 
at these issues and we are

pleased to be involved with 
our partners and hoteliers 
in the say something if you 
see something campaign. 

“The tool kit put together 
by a national working 
group- is designed to edu¬ 
cate staff at hotels to report 
any suspicious behaviour. 

“A variety of hotel staff 
with different job roles have 
attended the sessions, from 
hotel managers, reception¬ 
ists, bar staff, housekeeping, 
receptionists, porters, and 
bar staff. 

“The feedback we have 
received from staff is that 
they valued the sessions 
and commented on how it 
opened their eyes to an area 
they knew very little about. 
It is important that the 
awareness raising sessions 
are continued an on-going 
as many hotels have a very 
high turnover of staff. 

“I believe the next step 
should be to consider devel¬ 
oping a training resource 
for hotels to enable them to 
deliver the training to their 
own employees and make 
it part of their mandatory 
training; this is my hope for 
the future.” 

Agencies involved include 
Birmingham Community 
Safety Partnership, The 
Adavu Project, Safe Pro¬ 
ject, The Children’s Society 
and PACE (Parents Against 
Child Sexual Exploitation).

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work will 
prepare way 
for a new 
museum 


THE FIRST stage of a multi-million project to 
restore a fire-ravaged former glass factory 
has been announced. 

Repairs are needed at the Stuart Crystal site in 
Wordsley which has been earmarked for a £5million 
glass museum. The buildings, off Camp Hill, have 
been targeted by vandals since a major blaze ripped 


through it in 2011. 

The most recent arson at¬ 
tack was in April when card¬ 
board and other rubbish was 
set alight. 

A large hole has been left 
in the roof in one of the 
buildings and floors have 
also collapsed. 

Historic 

Site owners Complex De¬ 
velopments Ltd has now 
submitted plans to Dudley 
Council to carry out the first 
phase of repair work. Direc¬ 
tor Ian Harrabin said he 
hoped the work could start 
within the next three-four 
months. 

The application lodged 
with Dudley Council states: 
“The buildings have unfor¬ 
tunately suffered a deteri¬ 
oration in condition since 
vacated. 

“There is the constant 
issue of vandalism and sev¬ 
eral arson attacks which 
have resulted in the deteri¬ 
oration of the historic struc¬ 
ture. 

“The structures are in a 
dangerous condition and the 
proposals seek to carefully 
take down the collapsed roof 
and floor structures and to 
re-build these structures to 
follow the mass and form of 
the original buildings.” 

A second planning appli¬ 
cation for the full museum 
project will be submitted 
later.

Wordsley councillor Der¬ 
rick Hemingsley has wel¬ 
comed the project, saying: 
“It will be a marvellous 
improvement to the area. 
It should be fantastic when 
the museum is open.” 

Plans have been in the 
pipeline for five years for 
the glass museum on the 
site linked to the nearby 
Red House Glass Cone via 
an underground tunnel. 

It will house collections 
from across the Black 
Country including from 
Broadfield House in King- 
swinford. 

The firm is waiting to 
hear the outcome of a bid for 
£2.15m from the European 
Regional Development Fund 
towards the project. 

The museum plans are 
being led by Complex De¬ 
velopment Projects, which 
owns the land, and Dudley 
Council in partnership with 
the British Glass Founda¬ 
tion. 

The foundation has won 
the backing of national 
group The Glass Association 
since it launched in Novem¬ 
ber 2010 to help steer the 
plans for a new museum. 

A housing estate is also 
being built by Morris Homes 
Ltd on part of the site. 
There will be a mix of 26 
apartments and 22 houses. 


Back to the 1940s at 
nostalgia weekends 

CLOCKS are being turned back to the war years as staff 
and volunteers at the Severn Valley Railway prepare to 
stage Blackout, Blitz and Battle of Britain. 

The nostalgic weekends on June 28-29 and July 5-6 will 
see visitors transported back to the 1940s. 

A Blackout Fair, featuring one of the oldest wooden hel¬ 
ter-skelters in the world, will be a star attraction. An inten¬ 
sive service of ‘evacuation trains’ will run throughout the 
four days as the railway’s collection of resident locomotives 
is fired up to take passengers, and the occasional ‘soldier’, 
along the 16-mile line from Kidderminster to Bridgnorth.

Free consultation, 
X-rays & diagnosis 

They call it dentophobia - an extremely common 
affliction where sufferers are scared stiff of 
going to the dentist. 

Figures suggest that about 12 per cent of us 
suffer from extreme dental anxiety and the 
British Dental Association says that 25 per 
cent of the UK population undergo some sort 
of anxiety before visiting the dentist. That’s an 
awful lot of people. 

Panic attacks, fainting, being tense, 
hyperventilating and just “being terrified” are all 
symptoms. 

In a campaign to address these fears, Dudley’s 
North Street Dental Clinic is setting aside staff for 
a month and running “drop-in-and-chat” sessions 
to help sufferers. No appointment is necessary. 

The clinic’s “Love Your Dentist’ initiative promises 
a listening ear, as much time as people need and 
lots of “tea and sympathy.” All consultations with 
the dentist and clinical diagnosis are being offered 
free, including all the necessary X-rays. 

Whether it’s the dentist’s drill, needles, the 
apprehension over pain, gagging, or something 
else to blame for these anxieties, avoiding them 
puts people’s health at risk, says North Street 
dentist Polly (GDC No 188090), a Doctor of Dental 
Medicine, who joined the team after working in 
Michigan, USA, at a prestigious cosmetic dental 
centre. 

The good news is that all phobias are curable. Polly, 
who looks after the practice’s general dentistry, has 
been encountering nervous patients for years and 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 

She admits that historically her own profession 
has not helped alleviate the national problem “but 
dentistry has changed dramatically in its approach 
to treatments and the care of patients,” she says. 

“One of the biggest issues I have to address is the 
fear of pain. No modern dentistry should be painful. 


There is a wide variety of anaesthesia we can use 
that will eradicate any discomfort,” she adds. 

Her regular dental nurse, Ann, who has completed 
some 35 years at the practice, has witnessed many 
of the changes in the way patients are cared for. 
“I came here on work experience and never went 
home,” she jokes. 

Reflecting on her long career she says: “We 
make a good team, Polly and me,” adding that of 
all the transitions she has seen at the practice, the 
latest £500,000 refurbishment has been the most 
dramatic. 

“The changes here are incredible. The whole 
building has been torn apart and rebuilt and the 
three new surgeries are nothing like the ones I used 
to work in,” she says. 

The practice is totally disabled-friendly with level 
access to the waiting area, drop-off point right 
by the door, dedicated off-road parking and toilet 
facilities. 

But the dentistry landscape has also changed 


equally dramatically. “Children were terrified 
of the dentist in the early days, especially the 
school dentist and that scary clinical imagery that 
surrounded them still troubles some of our more 
mature patients today,” says Ann. 

Nothing silly about being afraid 

People with fears of the dentist can become more 
and more dominated by the precautions they take 
to avoid the things that scare them. 

“Fears are often irrational and many sufferers 
know that’s the case, but they’re nonetheless real 
and we recognise that.

Dawn is helping girls 
create their own style 


I n theory, fashion is all about the 
latest trends - but Dawn O’Porter 
is here to put the case for 
clothes that were made to last. 

She’s the host of new series This 
Old Thing: The Vintage Clothes 
Show, Channel 4, Wednesday, 8pm 
which aims to inspire more people 
to look to the past when finding 
their style. 

As well as encouraging us to 
shop for vintage garments, she’ll 
also be opening the doors to her 
sewing workshop, where a team of 
seamstresses and tailors will work 
their magic repairing or even 
completely re-inventing old items. 

The presenter explains: “It’s about 
trying to get people to step away 
from the mass-production of the 
high street and incorporate some of 
the old with the new, so that they’ll 
not only be a bit more stylish and 
stand out, but it’ll also do 
something to combat this 
throwaway culture where people 
buy clothes and then chuck them 
away the next season. 

“I want people to fall back in love 
with clothes like they did in the old 


days, and value what they buy a 
little more, and look after clothes 
better.” 

Put like that, it sounds simple, 
especially when you consider how 
many new styles in the chain stores 
were actually inspired by fashions 
from previous decades. 

However, Dawn understands why 
some people are resistant to ‘pre¬ 
loved’ clothing. 

“Well, first of all, they think that 
someone died in them. To which I 
would say ‘Who cares? As long as 
they’re not still dead in them, it 
doesn’t matter.’ 

Also they think it’s unhygienic, but 
if you go into a vintage shop and 
something is really stained, or it 
smells, don’t buy it. 

It doesn’t mean that it’s all like 
that.” She adds: ‘Another thing that 
put people off was all the 
rummaging. 

What’s great about the high street 
is that you can go out in your lunch 
hour and buy a red dress in your 
size and everything’s very easy. 

“But if you put the time in to buy 


the right stuff, your wardrobe is 
going to be full or stuff that you 
love, and getting dressed is going 
to be less stressful each day.” 

The first person Dawn tries to 
convert is Bristol girl Chevonne, 
who refuses to shop anywhere 
other than the high street, but 
admits she’s tired of looking the 
same as every one else. 

Can she be convinced that 
buying vintage will help her find her 
own unique look?

New Citroen Relay panel vans are priced from just

more than its predecessor, with the addition of fea¬ 
tures that would have added over £600 plus VAT to 
the price of the previous model.

However, Whiley and Kamiji have en¬ 
joyed a tremendous run of success since last 
July, ending 2013 by winning the Doubles 
Masters before claiming their first Grand 
Slam titles in Melbourne and Paris this 
year. They defeated Griffioen and van Koot 
in last Friday’s final at Roland Garros, with 
Whiley subsequently earning a career best 
women’s doubles world ranking of No. 2 


this week behind Kamiji, who has moved to 
the top of the women’s singles and doubles 
rankings. 

“To have won my first two Grand Slam 
titles with Yui this year is incredible and 
we’re very excited to be the top two doubles 
players in the world right now, so we can’t 
wait to play at Wimbledon,” said Whiley. 
“I’ve been in two Wimbledon finals so far 
and, of course, everyone dreams of a victory 
at their home Grand Slam, so we’ll give it 
our best shot.” 

Shuker, formerly a two-time Wimbledon 
finalist with Australia’s Daniela di Toro 


as well as runner-up with Whiley in 2012, 
partners Germany’s Sabine Ellerbrock this 
time after the duo played their first two 
tournaments together earlier this season, 
winning one and finishing as runners-up in 
the other.
